Where's your good ol' American know-how? First, stick the chip belly up to 
something heavy that won't slide out from under your attempt to attach 
leads. Second, using a tiny soldering iron tip, or at least the sharp 
corner of a new tip, plant solder mounds on the "feet" of the chip using 
very small solder. Or, suffocate the chip in past flux and then transfer 
solder from your iron to the "feet". Third, lay the end of a piece of 30 
AWG wire on a "foot" and dart your iron in and out quickly. Small parts 
solder VERY quickly. Fourth, clean the chip with its new legs with acetone. 
Now you are ready to build the chip into your thingamjig.

>I wrote awhile back about creating "Borg Implants" to help our 
>old radios get along in the modern world. The idea was to 
>build small circuits that could be "implanted" and allow 
>operation of a radio without irreversible modifications. 


>For example- A piggyback oscillator that could be implanted 

>in a TBY or a BC-222 modulated oscillator radio. The implant 
>would stabilize the set and make it legal to operate without 
>doing irreparable damage.

>My first shot at this was putting a pair of Lear Aviation 

>light aircraft radios on 75 meters. The transmitter works 
>already, but the matching receiver was for 200-400 KC. 

>The tower usually talked to the aircraft on LF, and the

>I built a tiny converter front end from an NE602 balanced

Hi Dave ... 
I share your frustration! But I encourage you to stick with it! 


Once I decided that "I can do this" I found that I could work with this 
stuff. It requires a different way of thinking about building, and some 
different tools - and the results are never going to pass any beauty 
contest. There are quite a few "aids" available, including header boards to 
mount SMT components for use with a standard breadboard, and various 
hold-downs etc that making working with these things easier. Since I 
started doing this kind of work I've found a lot of guys out there doing 
the same thing, and producing good results. 


My biggest problem has been to measure the value of unmarked components. 
Not just new ones that have become separated from their bit of film, but 
also parts that I've collected from depopulating commercial boards. Anyway, 
I made a jig for my HP Vector Impedance Meter that mounted directly on the 
probe so that I can measure SMT Ls and Cs down to very small values. I got 


a pair of SM tweezers (Pomona) that is great for measuring Rs and large 
value Ls and Cs. 


I got started on this while trying to adapt some Telecoms surplus boards 
for microwave projects. It was a matter of either figuring out how to do 
it, or give up the projects. As I type this I'm listening to a 2 meter revr 
that consists of a modified PLL LO that uses all SMT running into a 
discrete mixer and driving my SP600 as the IF. Sound is great with the 
SP600 tuned off to the side of the FM signal. I have a 220 and 440MHz 
version on the bench, and just got a 1296 LO working. It's true 
cross-generation: a 70s HP RF brick, an 80s mixer, a 90s PLL LO running a 
50s radio. 


Anyway, this list is about tube radios (the SP600 will be the IF on all the 
above!!!) and I think what you're doing is great - I hope you'll stick with 
it. Increasingly, ICs are not available in DIP format, so we may have to 
start thinking SMT as we explore ways to keep this old tube gear working.
